Law Library, 



There 13 great unci pressing need of 
• law library for the Province, to bo 
used by the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and County Court, the Bar, tho 
Legislative Assembly and possibly by 
the Executive. It is difficult for coun- 
sel practicing among us to be tiblo to 
advise their clients or argue thoir 
cases boforo the Courts without access 
to a library well stored with law re- 
ports and toxt books on law, and it is 
still more for tho Judges to decide ac- 
cording to law without such books. 
"Wherever courts are established and 
law is administered as a science, law 
books are at hand to assist the Courts 
in arriving at correct conclusions as to 
what tho law is. In our Province tho 
law of England as it stood on the 19th 
of Nov., 1858, is tho law of the land, 
except so far as it has been altered by 
Local or Dominion legislation, and our 
Judges are bound to decido according 
to that law. Have tho reading public 
any idea where this law is to be found? 
It is not written in any ono book, a 
collection of books, digest orcodo,but 
is so called through tho thousands of 
volumes which have been published 
in England for the last (say in round 
numbers) thousand years, and cases 
ariso daily for which thero is no prece- 
dent to be found, and are to be deter- 
mined by their analogy to decided 
cases. How, then, can Judges ascer- 
tain the law without these books to 
refer to, and whero aro they to bo had 
in our Province ? Home of tho prac- 
titioners have a few, but the cost is too 
great for them to obtain any respecta- 
ble number. Tho Judges cannot and 
ought not to be expected to purchuso 
books to discharge public business. 
Their allowances are not ocpjal to 
thoso of the Ontario Bench and wo 
see- that at Osgood Hall in Toronto 
there is a magnificent library for the 
use of the Bench and the Bar. All of 
tho Eastern provinces have their libra- 
ries, and we may depend upon it that 
without books wo will have poor law 
administered to us, and this is very 
expensive to tho suitor, and in tho end 
it would be much cheaper for the pub- 
lic to purchase with the public 
lunds a library for public business. We 
will soon have crowding in upon, us a 
crop of constitutional' questions aris- 
ing out of the divided legislative au- 
thority of the Local and Dominion 
legislatures, and with the construction 
of the drydock and railway disputes 
will arise and tho courts called upon 
to decide difficult questions. Then 
with the Supreme Court at Ottawa nosv 
in existonco as a Court of Appeal from 
our Supremo Court wo may expect to 
seo cases taken from hero to the Capi- 
tal. Our Judges, therefore, ought 
now to have access to as fine a library 
as tho Judges of Ontario or any of tho 
other provinces, or of the Supremo 
Court, in order that their judgments 
may bo according to law and able to 
withstand the crucial test of appeal. 
This is necessary for the public who 
are the suitors, as the nearer the judg- 
ments of our Courts are to perfection 
in the law the less will be tho number 
of appeals. We have intimated that 
it is out of tho question to expect tho 
Judges to purchase a library, as 
they can hardly live on their present 
allowances. Tho lawyer^, however, 
have started the germ of one; but it 
will be many years before it will he 
anything like a complete collection. 
Do not our legislators, when questions 
of the necessity for a change iu the 
law come up, want to know what the 
law is they proposo to change, and if 
so whero can they find it? The Attor- 
ney Oonornl of the day, too, ia continual- 
ly culled upon to givo opinions as to tho 
constitutionality of any proposed law, 
and it is his peculiar duty to see that tho 
criminal laws nro enforced, and to initinto 
and carry through the legislation all ne- 
cessary legal reforms, and where, then, 
can ho find tho laws, He is, Like other 
professional gentlemen, we suppose, not 
able to spend the huge sum necessary foj 
the purchase of hooks Wo do not see 
any way to obtain this deeideratum 
other than by tho Government taking tin? 
matter in hand and obtaining the neces- 
sary Veto out uf the public funds, which 
would not ho felt by tho community at 
large, and tho lawyers could afterwards 
keep up with tho charges by moans of 
their annual contributions. Our Govorn- 
ment feel obliged to make roads and build 
bridges, erect Bchoolhouses and maintain 
schools, and is there not the same obli- 
gation on them to furnish the Judges with 
bookr, to keep thorn educated to their 
public functions V Tho public, buildings 
across James J3.iy have been fitted up, 
tho Court and library rooms at consider- 
able expense, but tho library shelves aro 
empty and tho whole is liko a well-ap- 
pointed Bhip without a rudder. Fill up 
the shelves and tho whole will bo com- 
plete. Wo ought to have pride enough 
among us to wish to soo a good library 
for our publio men, to dosiro that tho 
judgments of our Judges should be 
loaruod and compare favorably with shoso 
of tho Judges of other provinces or 
countries; to bo anxious that all State pa- 
pers emanating from our publio ollicos 
should bear upon them the impress of au- 
thority and law, and that our legislators 
who haVe important duties to perform 
should bo educated up to their businusi. 
Then let our Government follow the ex- 
ample set by the Dominion Government 
last session in obtaining a vote for a li- 
brary for the Supreme Court of the Do 
minion, and obtain from out legislature 
the proper veto to fill up the vacant 
shelves of tho Law Library. Wo strong- 
ly deprecate the idea of buying a fow 
books for tho Attorney-General's oflioo 
and a fow for the Judgea. We cannot af- 



ford to purchase more than ono library 
and that should bo a good one, to which 
tho Bench, tho Exooutivo, tho Legislature 
and tho Bar could havo access, and we 
recommend that all law hooks now pos- 
sessed by tho Attorney- General and tho 
Judges, bought with publio money, 
should he placed at tho disposal of tho 
Law Society in order to help to rill up 
thoso shelves.

Publicola. and the Two Ds. 

TUo point at issuo botwoen Mr. Duck 
and "Publioola" ia thin: "Publioola" 
wrote a letter to Tun Colonist, in which 
ho brought tho grave accusation against 
Mr. Duck that whilst ho (Duck) was 
a member of tho Local Houso ho perform- 
ed a largo number of jobs in the black- 
smith lino for tho Government, contrary 
to tho Constitution, and that his vote- in 
tha Houso was influenced by the public 
mou'sy paid him for such jobs. "Pub- 
lioola" then proceeded to express tho 
opinion that Mr. Duck's voto was bought 
and that ho was "a slave" to Walkem. 
Upon this accusation Mr. Duck wroto a 
threo-column lottor to tho organ which 
ho boaded "Answer to Publicola," but in 
Which, strange to say, bo made no at- 
tempt to deny or explain away tho point 
that "Publicola" hud urged against him. 
On Thursday we called attention to this 
failure of Mr. Duck to answer tho accus- 
ation. After a silence of two days tho 
Standard, finding that public opinion is 
setting in strong against its favorite, pub- 
lishes an editorial said to have been writ- 
ten by that wholosouled patriot Mr. Do- 
Cosmos. Tho article does not attempt to 
exculpate Mr. Duck; but, inferontially 
admitting the charge, attempts to excuse 
tho act by saying that ho was no worse 
than several other members who had 
done tho same thing. This, of course, 
is uo bolter answer to tho charge 
than if a man arraiAied at the 
Assizes for murder were to claim 
his dischargo because ho was not 
quite as bad as Cain, who slew his broth- 
er ! In the same article wo are told that 
Mr. Duck refused to do Government 
work last year. Ah! but he did do Gov- 
ernment work — lota of it — in 1S72 and 
1873, and if ho refused to do it in 1874: 
(whioh we do not believe) it was because 
ho was afraid to injure his chances of re- 
election in 1S75. This assertion of the 
Standard (if true) only goes to show that 
Mr. Duck must have known that ho was 
acting contrary to law in 1872 and 1S73. 
The most suspicious fact connected with 
the GoYornment's transactions with Mr. 
Duck, however, is that, whilst thero are 
Jive other blacksmith-shops in Victoria, 
all the Govornment work with tho excep- 
tion of a trilling bill incurred at Herd- 
mau'p, was dene at Duck's shop sinoo his 
election to tho Houso. Beforo tho elect- 
ion, however, tho work was divided be- 
tween all the blacksmiths in town. Why 
was the change made? It will hardly be 
said that Mr, Duck is tho most skillful 
descendant of Tubal Cain in the Province, 
unci yot if "Publioola's" insinuations as 
to bribery bo incorrect, what explanation 
cun the Standard advance for tho work all 
finding its way into Mr. Duck's hands 
without any lender being asked, after ho 
was elected to tho House? Tho question, 
can we prove that irregular prices wore 
paid for tho work, does not form part of 
the accusation against Mr. Duck, but wo 
think we can prove from accounts still 
extant that iron work not in Mr. Duck's 
lino (castings for instance) instead of 
being ordered from tho foundry direct by 
the Government, were ordered through Mr. 
Buck, and that the bills wero made out 
in his name? Why was no other black- 
smith in tho city similarly favored ? The 
remarks of tho Standard's writer about 
traitors and Mr. Duck's trash about "dy- 
ing an honorablo doath," etc., etc, como 
with bad grace from two men who sinoe 
their entranco into politics seem to have 
grown suddenlyjh-ich. The one, who was 
notoriously impecunious three years ago, 
is found buying 850,000 worth of city 
water stock and paying for it in gold ; and 
the other, though glad enough threo years 
ago to occupy a tumble down shanty, has 
boon able to buy out his partner and erect 
a palatial stouo shop, the like of which 
ia scarcely to be found on tho coast, in 
which to do Government work! These men 
may bo the fortunate possessors of Alad- 
din's lamp, or they may possess Midas' se- 
cret of turning everything they touch into 
gold; but, when we hear tho one pro- 
claiming his patriotism, and tho other 
declaring that ho'd "rather die an honor- 
ablo death" etc,, etc., wo feel very much 
aa tho Southern darkey did when ques- 
tioned on tho witness-stand as to the 
character of two negroos on trial: "Dey 
may bo honest and dey may bo good ; 
but, gemmen, if J was a chicking and 
know'd dat dem fellers was about, Id roost 
high." 

The Webtminsteii City Election. — Tho 
Government have at last won a partial 
victory on the Mainland in the election 
of Mr. Dickinson, an Independent with 
Government leanings. The Government 
have thus far lost five seats and gained 
ouo, giving theOpposition a clear gain of 
four. The Opposition are certain to gain 
threo seats from the Government in Yale 
and ono or two in Cariboo, ami to elect, 
thoir men in Lillooet and Kooteuay. As 
tho poll stands tho figures are:

If any one thinks that tho rotum ctf tho 
city and district mombors in New West- 
minster is an oxproBsiou of tho popular 
will, ho is ogregiously mistaken, it is 
only tho result of a judicious oxpoudi- 
turo of public money on tho part of thoso 
who have tho disposal of it at present. 
Tho minorities in each caso aro, for tho 
most part, tho solid wealth and respecta- 
bility of the community, numbering 
among thorn tho majority of thoso who 
have earned what they possess by legiti- 
mate business. Thoy will form the nu- 
cleus of thoso who will return tho peo- 
ple's representatives at the next election. 

The Govornment nominee, Mr. Dickin- 
son, hud a strong force to help him with 
his election; ho had the Financial Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, a detatohment from 
Moody's Mill, and the whole town clique; 
and then ho had government road bosses 
by tho dozen to tout for him. Tho result 
must havo been very gratifying to tho 
government party, but it must have cost 
quito a large sum. Wo wonder who paid ? 

A correspondent wants to know who is 
going to pay tho Road Superintendent 
and others who wero brought hero to voto 
at tho City election— ouo man over a hun- 
dred miles. Why, tho people to bo sure, 
who aro thus made to furnish the sticks 
to burn themselves. 

Tub Railway —Tho railway surveys 
between Fort George and Bute inlet have 
been nearly completed and the lino so far 
has been located. Mr. Keefor's party, 
after wintering at Henry Houso, will pro- 
ceed towards Port George, and bo mot by 
another survey party leaving that place, 
so that wo may expect tho line through 
British Columbia to bo finally located by 
next spring. Under our agreement con- 
struction work should bo commenced on 
tho Mainland as soon us labor and mater- 
ial can bo obtained. Tho surveys have 
been of a satisfactory character. The 
route by Gardiner's Channel will not, we 
believe, bo ottempted.— Sentinel.

American Steel (loons in England.— 
Tho Wolverhampton correspondent of 
tho Times writes ns follows: — English 
edge-tool makers are fully aware of tho 
success with which certain of their busi- 
ness rivals in America havo supplanted 
them in many of our homo and foreign 
markets. So large, however, is tho de- 
mand at present for good edge-tools of 
almost every description that thero arc 
few edge-tool firms in tho United King- 
dom who have not plenty of orders upon 
thoir books. The English article is not, 
therefore, out of use, but there is a per- 
ceptible increase in tho favor in which 
handy and thoroughly excellent tools aro 
held, both at homo and abroad; and this 
is being encouraged by tho growing fa- 
cilities for manipulating stool, both shoar 
and cast. Sensible of this, certain Am- 
erican linns aro pushing their opportunity 
and American forks, shovels and axes tiro 
to bo had wherever edge-tools aro offered 
in this country. It would seem that the 
Americans believe they can ooiupote with 
us i. inch moro successfully by having 
branch establishments to manufacture 
their specialties iu thia country rather 
than by shipping thoir produce from the 
other sido. A firm of oast steel shovel 
makers at Pittsburg (Messrs. Hussey, 
Iliniis Ar (Jo.), who have recontly brought 
out a shovel in which tho straps, though 
uf iron, aro compacted with the steel dur- 
ing the process of easting, nnd wiio ore 
making, at a very low figuro, and with 
very little manual labor, shovels that aro 
getting very rapidly into uso throughout 
the States, aro now, through a represen- 
tative who has recently como over from 
Pittsburg to England, making enquiries 
whioh will regulate their notion nnd de- 
termine them whether they will offer their 
prooess to English firms or to an English 
company. If American edge-tool makers 
should begin to produce hero goods that 
aro already running English makers hard, 
then it is to be inferred thp,t their exam- 
ple will bo followed) by other Transatlan- 
tic hardware manufacturers. Whether 
in such an event the English firms would 
remain as woll employed us thov n&w aro 
remain* to be seeu,"

GENTLEMEN:— As a general olection 
for members to represent you in tho Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordance with a very general roqnest of 
the electors of your District, to oiler my- 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at which I hear tho 
elections aro to bo hold will prevent my 
meeting you personally, as I had intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of tho most 
important questions that aro likelv to oc- 
cupv the attention of tho next Legisla- 
ture. 

The Indian question I consider of the 
greatest importance, and one that should 
be attended to at tho earliest possible 
moment. Living, r,s I do, amongst a 
portion of tho most discontented, I speak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy settlement is arrived at, conse- 
quences of n very grave nature aro likely 
to arise. Tho Indians are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair settlement, and I cannot sco why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediately after Confederation, 

The school system of this Proviuco I 
consider good, and with tho success ap- 
parent that has attended the boarding 
school at Cache Creek, 1 would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
ami consider that Kamloops and other 
portions of tins largo Province should 
have institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

The formation of Agricultural Societies 
throughout tho Province, you are aware, 
I have for some titno advocated, and I 
would support any measure giving a lib- 
eral grant of money to aid such societies. 
It will bo the means of bringing farmers 
and stock-raisers together, of comparing 
stock and inducing the importation of 
good blood. 

Tho early commencement of tho Rail- 
way mi tho Mainland of British Columbia 
is of the greatest importance to the set- 
tlers in this section of our Province. 

Tho late negotiations that have taken 
place wit li regard to a relaxation of the 
Terms of Union I have been opposed to. 
and consider that under no circumstances 
hould they have been entered into with- 
out consulting the people. They have, 
happily for ns, been unsuccessful, but as 
it is reported that fresh negotiations nre 
likely to take place and tho question must 
be considered at an early date by our Lo- 
cal Government, I would support no 
Government who in treating with the Do- 
minion Government did not insist on an 
early commencement of rail way construc- 
tion on the Mainland, and an equal dis- 
tribution between Vancouver Island nnd 
the Mainland of any compensation that 
might bo offered for tho noufultihuent of 
tho Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations take place some 
arrangement should bo como to with the 
Dominion Government by which our 
Tariff should bo so modified as to givo 
us some protection for our stock interest. 

Should you, gentlemen, do mo tho 
honor of electing mo ns one of your re- 
presentatives, I shall feel it always my 
duty to advocato the expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on public works as far as tho 
revenue of tho Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproductive 
character. 

I consider that tho Government of tho 
Province should be carried on with tho 
Btrictest economy compatible with pub- 
lic efficiency; that taxation should bo 
equalized so that tho rich man pay his 
fair proportion with the poor, which is 
not the case now. I trust that thoso views 
will he acceptable to you, and should you 
return mo as ono of your representatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public questions, and 
thus be enabled to act according to tho 
well understood wishes of my constitu- 
ents.
